FAILED TO RESPOND 


The increased duty on window glass 
has been repealed by ministerial order 
and the tariff restored to the former 
level. That particular attempt to create 
employment by raising the tariff is thus 
proclaimed to have beena failure. __ 

Canadian glass manufacturers, it is 
explained, showed no disposition to start 
their idle factories, and here and there a 
dealer took advantage of the situation 
by marking up the prices of his stock in 
hand in conformity with the new import 
rates. The net result was that the pub- 
lic paid more for glass, while Canadian 
glass-workers continued to be unem- 
ployed. 

Such being the case, the Government 
did right in cancelling the useless im- 
post and stopping the exploitation of 
the public. It is to be assumed that like 
action will follow in respect to other 
branches of industry which fail to re- 
spond to the larger measure of protec- 
tion by taking on more hands. 


CAPT. BOYD “HOPS ACROSS” 


Capt. Boyd is the first Canadian who 
has flown across the Atlantic. His 
countrymen, particularly those of them 
who are or have been flying men, will 
accord him the full measure of credit 
due to his skill and daring, and will 
appreciate that in thus winning dis- 
tinction for himself Capt. Boyd has 
added something to the prestige of 
Canadian airmen generally. 

Aside from these considerations, it 
is not apparent that much was ac- 
complished by the flight, since the 
Atlantic has been flown many times. 
Of more importance than this repetition 
of the feat is the fact that a hundred 
Canadian airmen could fly across the 
Atlantic if there was any worth while 
purpose to be served in doing it, and 
that they would do so as part of the 
day’s work if a call came in the way of 
duty. 

The men who guide their planes 
over the sub-arctic wilderness of 
Canada’s hinterland have nothing to 
learn, either of courage or ski, from 
those who “hop” the Atlantic. There 
are more ships on the Atlantic sea lane 
than there are safe landing places in 
the barren lands, and a crash in the 
latter area is as likely to mean death 
as a forced landing on the ocean high- 
way. 

Capt. Boyd is a typical—rather than 
an exceptional—Canadian flier. What 
he has done should call to the attention 
of his countryfolk the equally venture- 
some things that are being done by his 
contemporaries who fly the “great lone 
land” of the north every day in summer 
and winter. His achievement is in that 
respect emblematic rather than out- 
standing. 


WHAT KIND OF WORK? 


The $20,000,000. voted by parliament 
would not of itself go a Breas way to 
remedy the unemployment situation if 
that situation is as acute as represented. 
It is estimated that 200,000 people may 
be unable to find work in the usual way 
in Canada during the winter. The par- 
liamentary fund would average only 
$100 in wages for each of these pros- 
pective applicants for assistance. 

This fund is in fact only intended to 
rime the pump.” The expectation is 
t it can be used in such a way as will 
induce other pyblic authorities, and pri- 
vate enterprises, to release several times 
the amount in constructive undertakings 
which would not otherwise be launched 
at this time. 

The transcontinental railway sys- 
tems have responded by advancing their 

§ programs and are to spend 
during the coming year a sum larger 
than that voted by parliament, which 
would in the ordinary course of events 
cover their extensions during the next 
two or three years. 

The hope is that municipalities in all 
parts of Dominion will take a like 
course of action. Upon their doing so 
hinges the success of the whole scheme. 
The municipal tax-payer is really the 
man who controls the outcome of this 
plan to create work. Unless he co- 
operates, the scheme will be stalled at 
the outset. 

For each dollar the Dominion con- 
tributes to the construction of high- 
ways and other public works, the muni-

cipal tax-payer must first agree to put 
up two dollars. If the tax-payer re- 
fuses, the enterprise is blocked. If he 
consents, the Dominion and the province 
will contribute as a matter of course. 

Whether the municipal tax-payer 
will consent to the expenditure natur- 
ally will depend in very large measure 
upon what his two dollars are to be 
spent for. He will not, it may be taken 
for granted, consent to throw away two 
dollars on some undertaking that is of 
no value merely to cause the Dominion 
and the provihce to each throw away 
another dollar. 

That is where the municipal councils 
come into action, and their part in the 
outworking of the arfan ent is one 
of very real importance. In Edmonton, 
and every other town and city which ex- 
pects to secure federal grants for local 
purposes, the engineering department 
should be busy these days drawing 2 a 
program of actually worth while im- 
provements which can be carried out 
aha | the winter. For upon the pre- 
sentation of a program of that kind will 
probably depend whether the tax-payer 
will consent to put up the two dollars or 
will turn down the whole scheme.

Article 7~—Farmstead Planning 

The term “farmstead” is used to include that 
part of the farm that takes in the home end its 
grounds, barnyard and buildings. Planning for 
such an area has become an important part of the 
work of the Provincial Town Planning Office; over 
50 inspections or surveys were made in 1929, with 
assistance from some of the district agriculturists 
of the Province 

General principies of farmstead planning are 
illustrated by typical diagrams, and include such 
matters as placing and grouping of buildings, 
sanitation and planting of trees, shrubs and flow- 
ers—plans that might take several years to become 
fully effective, but ones that can be worked to 

Individual plans are prepared for particular 
locations where, as a rule, some permanent build- 
ings have already been erected, and the suggested 
layout is consequentiy influenced thereby. 

Those who wish to procure trees for shelter 
belts or windbreaks free of cost should+communi- 
cate with Mr. Norman M. Rose, Dominion Governe 
ment Forest ery Station, Indian Mead, Sask., 
before the First of March in the year preceding 
that in which they wish to plant. As supplied. 
poplars and willows are cuttings, maple, ash and 
cCaragana are seedlings. For conifers or evergreens, 
such as Scotch pine or white spruce, there is a4 
charge of $3.00 per hundred, together with the 
usual express or freight charges. 

There is no charge for the Provincial planning 
service, and those farmers interested should com- 
municate with the Director of Town Planning, 
Parliament Buildings, Edmonton. Surveys of indi- 
vidual farms will be made and plans subsequently 
prepared as soon as practicable.

Horse, Traveller 


“Madame,” the gencral is said to have observed. as he removed his hat

One of the most beautiful of 
friendships betwen a man and 
dumb anima] was that of General 
Robert E. Lee and his horse, 
Traveller. 

After the close of the Civil War, 
when General Lee had laid aside his 
uniform and gone to Lexington, Va., 
to assume the presidency of Wash- 
ington College, he wrote to a friend: 

“Traveller is my only companion; 
T may also say, my only pleasure. 
He and I, whenever practicable, 
wander out in the mountains and 
enjoy sweet confidence.” 


Traveller passed through the war 


with his master, He was superb 
under fire and was quick to respond 
to the General's every wish. 

It was he who carried his master 
on the sad day when the Southern 


| leader surrendered to General Grant. 


The con ideration in which Gen- 


eral Lee held his mount is illustrated 


by an ancedote told on good author- 
ity. A lady plucked a hair from the 
oid warhorse’s mane as a memento. 

“Madame,” the general is said to 
have observed, as he removed his hat 
and bowed his head, “take one of 
mine.” 

The beautiful steed—he was six- 
teen hands high, powerfully built, 
iron-gray in color, with a dark mane 
and tail—would come from any- 
where in answer to his master’s 
whistle.

ing. Mr. Reilly, who had been ill for 
some months past, died on Saturday | 
last, and the funeral was held at 10:30 
Monday morning from St. Joachim’s 

Catholic church. 

The impressive services in the 
church were conducted by Rev. Fa- 
ther Naissance, assisted by Father 
Cazanet of Edmonwn and Rev. Father 
Jan of St. Albert, the latter a close 
personal friend of the deceased, with 
whom he had been associated in the 
erection of the Father Lacombe mem- 
orial at St. Albert. Following the 
church service the remains were in- 
terred in the Roman Catholic ceme- 
tery on 116 street, and the large at- 
tendance at the church and the ceme- 
tery, together with the great number 
of floral tributes which were banked 
high above the casket, bore eloquent

The late “Jimmie” Reilly was known 
to every figure of political importance 
in Canada in the past thirty years and 
was a close personal friend of the late 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Rt. Hon. W. L. 
MacKenzie King, and although he was 
politically opposed to-him. to the pre- 
sent leader of the Canadian govern- 
ment, Rt. Hon. R. B, Bennett K.C, On 
every occasion when Hon. Mr. Bennett 
has been in Edmonton he and the late | 
Mr. Reilly have met for chats over old 
times, the two having been politically 
opposed in Calgary for many years. 
“Jimmie” Reilly also had a close per- 
sonal friendship with all the leaders 
of political parties in Alberta since the 
formation of this province, and with 
@ retentive memory, and a penchant 
for story telling, was the centre of 
every gathering of political warhorses 
or old timers at which he happened to 
be present. Many and humorous were 
the stories he told of the great and 
the near great in Federal and provin- 
cial politics, but his stories never left 
a sting and his imitations of the man- 
nerisms and speeches of many of the 
political leaders of the times were al- 
ways received with great gusto, even 
by those whom he was imitating, 

Here 35 Years 

The late “Jimmie” Reilly was 52 
years of age, and had resided in Al- 
berta for the past 35 years, He was | 
one of the best known of the Calgary 
eg rs. having settled there when he | 

first came to the West from his native | 
province of Quebec, | 

Although he took an active part in | 
every political campaign in the federal | 
or provincial field “Jimmie” Reilly was 
usually campaigning for his friends, 
never seeking any political preferment 
for himself. A fluent speaker in both 
French and English he was always in 
great demand at. election time, and 
gave of his time and efforts unspar- 
ingly. Although ill during the last 
Federal campaign he insisted on 
speaking on behalf of some of his | 
friends who were running, despite the 
effort it cost him, 

He was first secretary of the Alberta 
Board of Public Utilities Commission- 
ers, holding that post for five years 
before leaving to go into business for 
himself. 

Deceased is survived by his widow, 
one daughter, Mrs, Sydney Wood of 
Edmonton, four brothers and two ais- 
ters,

Your breadwinner may be a professional man, or he may be in business 
as a merchant, or asa farmer. If so, he wants customers, more and 
more of them—the kind who pay their bills regularly in cash. Isn't 
there something you might be doing to he/p those customers, so that 
they in turn could do more business with him? 


Some of them are probably growing or making things of the kind you 
have to order from day today. So long as such things find a buyer, their 
jobs are secure. But if they should fail to find a buyer, for no better 
reason perhaps than that you and other women thoughtlessly allow 
yourselves to be sold articles that have been imported, they lose their 
jobs, in which event your breadwinner loses them as customers. And 
naturally you don't want that to happen! 


Or perhaps your breadwinner is himself anemployee. If he is, the safety 
of his job depends upon there being plenty of people, who are steadily 
employed at good wages, to whom his employer can cater. Obviously 
there will be more of such people, the more you and your friends see to 
it that for your daily needs you buy things that have been produced 
right here in Canada. Because when you forget and buy an article that 
has been made in some other country, you are depriving some one of a 
job in this country. 


Other women, everywhere in Canada, are being urfed to protect the job 
of your breadwinner by always giving a Canadian made article preference 
over one that has been imported. Won't you do the same for their 
breadwinners, and incidentally make your own income that much more 


secure?
